The number of idle 
cars or the gross surplus was 43,059, 
compared with 45,290, while the short- 
aye increased from 18.776 on Noy. 8 to 
19.949 Nov. 22. 

In the two weeks ended Nov. 22 
aurplus of coal cars decreased from 16, | 
S98 to 12.346, while the box car surplus | 
increased from 9507 to 10.531. There | 
Was decrease 154 in miscellaneous | 
car surplus, which on Noy. 2 1t,- 
344. There was also an increase of 643 
in idle flat cars.

“private O ften repels rather than invites their friendship or their aid.
